He sent little "Tad, - ' his son. to the library 
to bring a copy of the plays, and then read 
to me several of his favorite passages, show 
ing genuine appreciation of the great poet 
Relapsing into a sadder strain, he laid tin 
book aside, and leaning back iu bis chair, 
said: 

"There is a poem which has been a great 
favorite with me for years, which was first 
shown to me when a young man by a friend, 
and which I afterward saw ami cut from u 
newspaper and learned by heart. "I 
would," be continued, "give a great deal to 
know who wrote it, but I have never been 
able to ascertain." 

Then, half closing his eyes, he repeat**! 
to me tbe lines which I enclose to you.

I w ould like, if ever an opportunity occur 
red, to write them down from his lips. II* 
said he would some 'iuaetry to give thorn t< 
me.

W<- hear in all quarters Ihe strongest ex 
pres-sions of admiration of the character of 
Mr. Lincoln, and deep sorrow that hisnoblc 
Sane* should have been brought to an un- 
imely end. His simplicity of < haracter, 
his straightforward honesty, his UndllnM 
even his bluutness «>t oiauuer, seem tu 
bavve won the popular heart, even among 
t 1 reign, and, in manner of opinion, a hos 
tile nation. We may judge by that fact his 
popularity among the citizens of the North 
rn states. Almost all CI us feel as if we 
had suffered a personal loss. Mr. Lincoln 
s spoken of in the same terms as are us^d 
toward a familiar friend. All mourji his 
ntimely fate. He had risen by industry, 
bility and integrity to the great position or 
Chief Magistrate of his country. He found 
in the most imminent danger, and his 
power to control the elements which w i re 
sweeping over the land were far from gener 
iilly acknow ledgca. He was regarded 
with fear and trembling by the friends of 
tiis government, and with coutoinpt by his 
ppouents. But steadily he made his way- 
He was not the best man who could have 
been imagined for the post of Chief Magis- 
rate in a great civil war. He hnd not the 
commanding force which infuses energy 
nto all around him, and his public appear 
BW were often lacking indignity. But 
be was sagacious, patient, prudent, cour- 
agoous, honest and candid. If he did not 
Bepln gnat <;euerals, he gave every man 
n the army an opportunity of developing 
talents within him. He recognized 
nerit and rewarded it. He placed confi- 
dence, as a rule, where it was due, and he 
had his reward in great military success 
Some say that he has been cut olf at a fa- 
le moment for his reputation, but we 
•••< in.. accept this view. 

It seems to us that he had gone through 
us worst trials, that his patience, sagacity 
and honesty would hav e bOCTM ST— belter 
fruit* in tlie settlement of the affairs of tbe 
South than during the wild commotion of 
he war. He has been cut off at a time 
when, certaiuly, he had accomplished 
/reat deal, but leaving much undone whieh 
Ue was well qualified to do. A naturally 
trong man, of only fifty-six, he might have 
hoped to live many years after finishing his 
work as President, in the enjoyment Of the 
ri sped and admiration justly due to one 
who had saved the li eof his counlrv. He 
will beheld, we think, by Americans, if not 
equal to Washington, second to none but he. 
But be bad not the gratification ol his great 
Predecessor, of seeing his work completed 
tnd enjoying for a long period the gratitude 
•untrynien and the admiration of 
rangers. There are few so hard of heart 
its to not shed a tear over tbe sudden aud 
doody termination of so bright a career 
As great as Washington in many moral 
tnd mental qualities, his genial cbaractei 
was calculated to win far more popula 
ympathy than bis predecessor. Ability 
tnd honesty all admire, but when to them 
added kiudlines-, simplicity, and free- 
t from selfishness, haughtiness and 
pride in high position, they win love as well

These two sisters were the storm- 
ing petrels of the rebellion. Bold, dashing, 
md remarkably bea»7t?fttl, Hetty, the 
youngest, was also the most eohsnirMio'is. 
Leaving Baltimore, and emerging through 
our lines as a smuggler, she took the rebel 
capital by a coup de main. Tbe odor of 
quinine, and old laces bung about her pet- 
ticoats.

Mexioo Uuder the Aztecs, 

The great city of Mexico as it existed at 
the time of the Spanish conquest, contained 
from three to five hundred thousand inhab 
litants. Its extent was such that one thous- 
|aud persons were daily engaged In water- 
ing and cleansing the streets, so that, in th 
language of a Spaniard, "a man could walk 
through them with as little danger of soil- 
ing bis feet as his hands." An aqueduct 
[nearly three miles in length, with double 
mrses of pfpes, brought supplies of fresh 
ater from Ciiapultepec. Tbe palace of tbe 
King excelled, in . the judgment of Cortes, 
[any building in Spain in cost and maguiti- 
Icence. Immense buildings and grounds 
were devoted to collections of the native 
Ibirds aud beasts, of the country — the zoolog- 
ical gardens of the city; while an equal 
space was appropriated to a botanical col- 
lection whose medical virtues were studied 
jby the Aztecs. In the great market places 
were met together traders from all parts 
|of the empire, with tbe products and man- 
ufactures peculiar to their countries— gold 
miths, potters, jewelers, painters, stone-cut- 
ters, hunters, fishermen, fruiterers, and flo- 
rists. Piles of cotton bales or of manufact- 
ured goods, furs, or feather garments, met 
the sight. In the booths around, the barber 
|was playing his vocation, or the apothecary 
ispensing his drugs; while even the book- 
-ller was to be found selling blank book" 
for the hieroglyphical picture-writing. Per- 
fect order reigned throughout the vast as- 
sembly, numbering often fortv thousand 
(persons. Officers patrolled the squares, 
[whose busines it was to keep the peace, to 
Meet the duties imposed on the articles 
ild, and to see that no false measures or 
|i'rauds of any kind were used. A court of 
welve judges sat iu tbe square to adminis- 
justice to all offenders.
